London, April 8. — Premier I.lnyd 
George, telegraphing to thr lonl mnyor 
of London on the occasion of i\ lun- 
cheon given to celebrate Hie United 
States' entry Into the wnr, sold : "Out- 
ing the next few weeks' America will 
give the Prussiini military Junta the 
surprise of their liven." 

Hun Launch New Attack. 

London, April 8.— The Germans nt 
daybreak attacked the town of Corbie, 
in the valley of the Somme, Rattler's 
correspondent at British headquarters 
reports. The enemy advanced In 
dense waves. The outcome was not 
known at the time the dispatch was 
filed: The main Herman thrust, says' 
the correspondent. ; ppears to he west 
of the Valre wood, 
pal Amiens road. 



'The Rrltlsh improved their positions 
east of Fonquevillcrs (It miles south 
of Arras) north of the Somme, In their 
successful attack yesterday morning. 

The weather has Improved and the 
barometer Is rising, although the nvla- 
tors continued to lie handicapped by 
visibility. 



The British position south of the 
Somme was Improved to some extent 
by a counter-attack delivered In the 
neighborhood of Hnngnrd late yester-

In the sector north of the Somme. the 
struggle continued with violence until 
late yesterday evening. Although the 
Germans made Incessnnt attacks they 
met with no further success than at- 
tended their efforts In the morning. 
L-Germans Cease Attack on French. 
' "Paris, April 8— The German attack 
along the French seetor of the battle 
front has ceased. Today's official state- 
ment say* there was violent artillery 
fighting lust night north and south of 
the Avre, but that no Infantry actions 
occurred. 

Clemenceau Expresses Confidence. 
Paris, April 8. — Premier Clemen- 
ceau told the committee on foreign and 
military affairs of the chamber of 
deputies nt a Joint session (hat they 
could have confidence regarding the 
outcome of the great battle now In 
progress. 

"We have an admirable army." he 
said In slimming up the situation aft- 
er giving details to the committees. 
"Our officers and men are equally 
brave. They are endowed with the bert 
qualities of our race. They pos.s» ■; 
H material menus of great power. All 
this permits us to have confidence." 

The premier's summary of the sit- 
uation made an excellent Impression 
upon the deputies. After the meeting 
an Important member of the military 
committee said : 

"The premier has will power, ntt- 
daolty and energy. He has faith In his 
convictions and Is able to tiring oth- 
ers to those convictions. After listen- 
lag to him It Is Impossible not to have 
confidence." 

The premier told the deputies that 
they would have every facility for ob- 
serving the operations at the front. 
Two senators and two deputies will 
go to the front on Monday. 

American Battles Seven Planes. 
Charles Kerwood of Rryn Mnwr, Pa., 
and Houston Woodward of Philadel- 
phia, both members of the Lafayette 
esendrille, have been missing since 
April 1. 

Kerwood, while patrolling In mo 

Sominc region, encountered seven Oer- 
paan airplanes. He was (lying a bomb- 
ing machine, which obliged him to 
keep at a lower altitude than his com- 
rudes In the patrol, but unhesltntlng- 
ly enguged one of the Germans. Al- 
most nt once ii quartette of Germans 
were attacking him. Surrounded he 
defended himself bravely with his 
Clumsy bombing plane against the 
lighter battle planes. 

Henderson Lehr or Albion. Neb., be- 
longing to the same patrol and fly- 
ing higher, saw Kerwood hut I ling with 
the Germans, but shortly lost Might of 
JKerwood s machine, which fell behind 
*-4h.. (iermab lines, and It ;.s not known 
; ^nether the fall was fatal to Kerwood 
or If he was taken prisoner. 

Woodward left on a scouting expe- 
dition on April 1 and has not return- 
ed, and there Is nothing to indicate 
Whether be fell Into German hands as 
a prisoner or met another fate.

At the Liberty Loan Drive Rally. 
Represenative Crowd Gathers 
to Hear Trooper O Conner 
and Lieut. Garrow. Liberty 
Bond Sales Will be Easy Now. 

An occasion that will not be forgotten 
in a night's time was the meeting btld 
at Hardiusburg Monday night when 
Leiut. Garrow of the Canadian Force 
and Trooper O'Connor of the Hriti h 
Life Guards told of the atrocities of 
the Huns and stirred their audience* m> 
that they felt as if they wanted to give 
up their last penny for Liberty Honds 
and back our boys over theie 

This special train which has been 
going over the State in the interest of 
selling Liberty Bords, arrived at the 
county seat at 6 o'clock and Kreckin 
ridge county'.-, inhabitants were there 
to meet it, both in number and spirit. 
Cfter leaving tin- train the military 
band composed of :: i pieces followed by 
the other members ot the special and 
fifty or sixtty cars iormed a parade and 
dtove through the town. Tnen the 
visitors were entertained for supper. 

There was but one thiDg that marred 
the occassion and that was the cold 
wind which kept the meeting from be- 
ing out of doors so that the entire 
crowd might heara!l the speakeis. As 
it was, the crowd had to be divided in 
thrte groups, one at the Court House, 
one at tbe Methodist church and those 
who could not get within these places 
remained out side in spite of the cold 
and heard some of the speakers. 

The speaking began at 7:45. At ttie 
Court House. Mr. David C Walls in- 
trouced Rev. Dr. Chus. W. Welch, 
pastor Fourth Ave. , Presbyterian church 
ot Louisville and an unquestionable 
patriot who in turn introduced Lieut. 
Garrow. 

Lieut. Garrow won the sympathy ot 
his audience right off when he pulled 
up his coat sieve and showed the stump 
ot his light arm. Dr. Welsh said later 
th-it while Lieut. Garrow wan held a 
German captive, one 6f the enemy look 
an ax and chopped off this young man's 
hand. The indignation that Lieut, 
('.arrow had for the enemy was not 
lacking in his propensity. He closed 
his remarks with a plea for Liberty 
Bonds. "Lets make it over trie top and 
to hell with the Kaiser " 

The next speaker was Trooper O'Con- 
nor. He too bore the marks of German 
atrocities. His right aim was paraliz 
ed from having had two ba>onets 
thrust in each shoulder and he was 
minus three toes. "It is by the good- 
ness and mercy of your Red Crots 
nurses that I am permitted to speak to 
>ou tonight," said Trooper O'Couoor. 
When he told of what the Liberty 
Bonds weie doing towards helping the 
soldiers not ocly physically but saving 
tneir souls too, the audience was greal- 
ly impressed 

As Ur. Welch introduced the speak- 
ers, his remarks were lull of humor 
and kept the ctowd in an uproar. His 
final words were intensely serious and 
one would know full well that he was 
heart and soul for the winning of the 
war. "To win the war, we must preach 
it, talk rt, and woik for it seven days 
out of the week," was his gospel. The 
value of buying Liberty Bonds was the 
basis for his subject.

Mrs. Idah McGlone Gibson, who 
spoke here Friday afternoon at the 
Methodist church before a packed 
auditorium, fairly captivated her audi- 
ence in telling them of the great work 
of the Hed Cross on the battle fislds of 
Europe and of her experiences "our 



In asking General Pershing what be- 
thought of the Red Cross work he said, 
"It is the great coosttuctive army of 
America." 

Mrs. Gibson went to Prance in Jjne 
as a special Hed Cross emissary. She 
has been loaned to the Hsd Cross by 
the News Enterprise Association ot 
Clevlard during the period of the war. 
Mrs Gibson is a writer as well as a 
speaker, she is a member of the N. K 
A. and her storits "confessions of a 
Wlfs" are universally read. 

Added to hsr charming personality. 
Mrs. Gibson is a very handsome woman. 
She wore a Ked Cross street gat b and 
carried a cane that was given her in 
Prance by an official for turning in ons 
or more spies. 

Red Cross Constructive Work. 

Mrs Gibson told of the great cons- 
tructive work the Red Cross is doing 
in the battlefields of P. nope against a 
great destructive army She said the 
Ked Cross had live immense ware 
houses there that held evarythtnp from 
a toothpick to a plane aud from ICfgi 
cal dressing to tractors 

She urged the women to keep on 
knitting their socks for the soldiers. 
She said the machine knitted socks last 
3 days ar.d tbe home knit one lasted u 
days. Mrs Gibsou witnessed the boys 
receiving their Christmas boxes from 
home and told of one boy who received 
a pair of socks. He held them up and 
kissed them and said, "They not only 
keep my feet warm but Ihev warm my 
heart " She says that the sending of 
clothes and food from America raises 
the morale of the French soldiers fifty 
percent. And uuder the iufl jvnee of 
that splendid morale one man can fi.-ht 
with more fury than tan boches 

Mrs litbsou severely critiscd the 
teaching of tbe German lauguage iu 
American schools. She told uf ine 
childrens couvo\ that arrived in f\ .e Cl- 
ones every week The oue that she 
saw was composed of lo carloaos of 
fatherless and motherless children who 
had been traveling three days and 
nights in a third class car. There 
were two children, a boy and girl who 
attracted her eye, the boy had a terri 
ble scar on his face aud she went up 
to him ar.d asked him how he got tha 
scar. The little boy told her that one 
day be spoke to a German officer In the 
French language, the ouly language he 
knew, tbe oillcer took bis sword and 
struck the lad accross his face and 
said, "I'll teach you to speak to me in 
tbe language of our enemies." "Can 
you realize bow 1 felt when I cauit 
home and found you teaching the Ger- 
man language in our American 
•chools?"

It is bard to 
sa\ which breed predominates, as both 
tbe Guernsey and Holstein people have 
strong organizations anrl are doing spe 
cial work in the interests of their res- 
pective br.eds. The famous Pabst 
herd in this county have turned out six 
thirty-pound cows since January 1 Mr. 
Pal st recently pairl a small breeder 
13,000 for a bull which he hail sold him 
three years before for $150 '1 he cause 
was the fact that iu the meantime this 
bull's darn hail made thirty four pounds 
of butter in seven days and over ot.O 
pounds of butter and 00,000 pounds of 
milk in a year. This proves that re- 
cords help the small breeder as well as 
the large 

"The Guernsey breeders are also mak- 
ing c adilab e ) early records At a re- 
cent dispersion sale here "Marietta Ma- 
ple HU1' said for *f> COO, the same man 
purchasing her year old daughter for 
$2,000 

"I was very glad to note from your 
report ol the dairy cattle meeting of the 
work that is being done to improve 
dairying iu Kentucky. I see no reason 
why Kentucky should not be as Usenet 
for dairy cattle as for her thoroughbred 
harite. Some of the more hilly sections 
are as we 1 suited for dairying as Wis 
cousin 

"This work is a means of obtaining 
very valu .ble experience which 1 expect 
to make use of 'after we get the Kaiser, 
as it looks like I will be called for ser. 
vice soon. '

To Make Your Shoes Last 

When your shoe leather gets dry or 
hard, you should oil or grease It, says 
the popular Science Monthly. To do 
this, first brush off all mud ami then 
wash the shoe III warm water, drying It 
with a soft cloth. 

While the shoe Is still wet. apply the 
oil or grease, rubbing It In with a swab 
of wool, or better still, with the palm 
of the hand. After treatment, the 
shoes should be left to dry in a warm 
but not In a hot place. Castor oil Is 
recommended for shoes that are to be 
polished. For plainer footgear, Osh oil 
and olelne or any one of the less ex- 
pensive oils may be substituted

The proposition is: A special road tax of iO cents on each $100 worth of property, subject to lo- 
cal taxation, every cent of which h to be used in building rir*t class PIKKS, under the control, direction 
and MM vision of the State Koad Department and in conjunction with State-aid. 

In order to secure State-aid this must be done, and the first ronds to bo constructed are the inter- 
county seat road*. After this is done we can then s. cure state aid on our other roads. 

As construed by the State Koad Department, we have fix inter county seat roads as follows: 
Hardinsburtf and Leitehrield Koad about 17 mile- from Darned, 

and ttnbMbtOWl Koad, nbout II mile- from Garfield, 
" and Urandenburjr Koad, about 18 miles in all, 

M and Perry County Koad, about 17 miles from New Bethel to Stephenspcrt, 

and Hawesville Uoad. about 18 miles throueh Cloverport, 
•' and Hartford Koad, about 17 miles in all. 

This shows a total of S4 miles. This as you notice leaves out of the calculation, the pike now 
under construction from Dardinsbursr to Garfield, which is already financed by private subscription con- 
tributed by the farmers and business men interested. 

Will each district get its part of the money back 1 The averHge cost of pikes per mile should be 
about INN, The Sixth, or Forks of Rough District would have about 20 miles of pike, when it is all 
completed, which would cost $130,000 while it is estimated that this tax will raise $l2,0o0 per year in ten 
years then it would produce $120,0<K) and the Sixth District alone will have received that much. Would 
it get its own money back I Yes, and |10 more for every dollar it pays in. 

The Kewleyville District would have not less than 14 miles which will cost not less than $70,000. 
Would it get it,s money back ? Yes, and not less than $« more for every dollar it puts up. 

The Union Star District should receive from 13 to 20 miles of said pike which would cost not less 
than $75,000. Would it get its money back? Yes. and not less than $<"> more for every dollar it puts up. 

The Hardinsburg District, aside from the 8 miles already financed, would have about 20 miles of 
pike, which would cost $100,000. Would it get its money back ? Yes, and about $3 more for every 
dollar it puts up. (Remember the Ilardinsbutir District has an assessment this year of Two Million 
Dollars.! 

Other Districts would receive in greater or less proportion than the ones given, but all will re- 
ceive much more than they pay in. 

Kut how is thisf Simply because the State will pay 70 per cent of all the cost of these road-. 
In othor words the State will give us practically $3 for every dollar we raise. 

If we raise by taxation in ten years $120,000 the State should give us $280,000 making the grand 
total of $400,000, which should practically complete our 84 miles of inter-county seat pikes within ten 
years without one cent subscribed. Yet we know that thousands tl dollars will be gladly subscribed by 
business men and farmers, to expedite the building of these roads, and the Sta'e will supplement this in 
the same ratio as above. 

Which road will be built first? We do not know. It would seem the better policy to begin two 
or three at the same time. 

Kvcry cent of this tax will be used to build pikes. 

It will not be distributed and expended by the local authorities or the F.scal Court, except that 
they will co-operate with the State authorities, who will supervise every phase of the surveying, letting 
of contracts and the construction of the roads and the expending of the money. The State Road De- 
partment will furnish trained and experienced engineers and supervisors. 

Will the Hardinsburg District get it till No, it is inevitable that other districts will get much 
more than the Hardinsburg District, notwithstanding the Hardinsburg District is much the largest in the 
county and pays by far the most taxes. Three times more than most of them and twice as much as any 
of them. 

Now as to how the road tax has been handled in the past, and the charge that the Hardinsbur.' 
district has gotten more than its part. It is a fact well known by every magistrate of the other 
districts of the county for 20 years that all of the road money raised in each district has bee spent 
or wasted as the case may be, in that district. That not much has been accomplished is true. How 
could there bi on |E | er ait* I But this i* simply begging the question as to how it has been haidled 
and spent an i the results obtained baa absolutely nothing to do with this special tax foi this special 
purpose. 

Whether we are in favor of this tax or not, one thing is certain and that is that we will pay into 
the State Koad fund during the next ten years an average of more than §5,000 per annum, and it is 
equally true that this money will go toother counties, unless we vote this tax so that we may not 
only get this back but g.-t it back with ten fold interest. 

If the proposition were to vote u tax to build our pikes, without outside assistance. We 
might well hesitate at the undertaking. But when the state is offering to pay practically three fourths 
of the cost, in the name of common sense, lets have gumption and business sense enough to accept 
their proposition. 

Some say '"the tax rate is already too high." 

Last year and for several \ ears the State tux rates was 55 cents, on the hundred dollars This 
year it is only 10 MO to, 1"» tents less. 

Last yeai an I for several years the county tax rute was 88 cents on the hundred dollars. This 
year it is only 53 cents, a g III of 10 cent-, making a total reduction of 25 cents. If we vote this tax 
the rate will still be 5 cents les a than be>rttofort.

Kr.im Lieut W. B. While, 
Another one of the home !>oys who is 
making a military record that is worth 
while is I.iruteunnt William niackburn 
White, of 24th Infantry, Nogales, Ari 
MM, the son of the late Mrs Kmma H 
Skillman and the grandson of Mrs II in. 
nab Hardin, of Holt. Kv . and Dr. W 
II. White, of Lexington, Ky He is also 
the brother of Frank White, of Hunting- 
burg, M . ami James T Skillman, of 
Webster, Ky. 

Just recently there was published in 
A'inv Navv Journal a notice to the effect 
Ulil I. lent. While's name had been put 
before the Senate for promotion to First 
Lieutenant, October 2ti, I9I8. 

Lieut White has had a very interesting 
career for one of his years. He MM 
traveled extensively ami is college bred 
He was educated at Vanderbuilt Train 
ing School, F.lkton, Ky , Weslyan Col 
lege. Winchester, and Kentucky State 
University. Lex nglon, Ky., graduating 
at the latter institution in Iflt, receiv- 
ing an A II. degree. He worked in all 
the law classes tint he was allowed to 
carry an extra work. 

At the beginning of his Senioi year at 
the State Fniversity, he had 6o,' 2 credits 
and the requirements only called for 69. 
At the end of the year he had completed 
the works required for an A H. degree 
He took a post graduate course in 
I9I2 1 3, major in history and minor in 
conflict of laws; was offered a commis- 
sion by the MM of F.nsular Allans, 
War Department, Washington, in the 
I'hdipine Constabulary, which he ac- 
cepted ill February, I9I3 He sailed 
from Sail Francisco. May id, I9I.'!, spent 
two days at Honolulu, a week in Japan 
Conditions in Japan were critical, the 
populace demanding war over the U S 
because of the land laws passed by the 
State of California. 

Lieut White arrived at Manil a about 
the 15th of June and entered the Officei 's 
School, liaguio, Ilengot Province, which 
is five thousand feet above the sea level 
and climate ideal The intensive train- 
ing lasteil six months. 

He was then assigned to Cotabato Pro- 
vince, Mindanao, south of Manilla. 
Shortly after his arrival he was stationed 
at Keina keganto, an old Spanish Fort; 
soon transferred to Fort Pikot, thence to 
Iluluan. 

Lieut White was shortly made Com- 
pany Commander at Huluan, over three 
davs distance from a white man. The 
Government had been trying for years to 
get Datu l.umbong, a big wild Iiuluan 
Chief who ruled over more than 1500 
wild people in to make friends with him 
and his people. Two officers and sixty 
or more sol. hers attempted to get him. a 
light followed and the soldiers had to 
move out at night, getting too many 
against them Two months after the 
light, the Government and the Command 
ing Officer p aced Datu Lumbong under 
Lieut White's control and recpiesteil 
that be be brought in. He went to Lake 
Selm, the headquarter of Lumbong, w ith 
only I5 soldiers, against the advice ol 
everyone who knew his intentions. He 
saw Lumbong, took the t ibal oath ol 
Friendship, went through the rites of 
l i!%ing over all his people for the Gov. 
eminent and turned them back to h.iii 
as agent of the Corernim-nt 

Lieut White then returned to llu'.uan 
and notified his superiors that he had 
made friends with their man and could 
bring him to Cotabato any time, they 
would not believe MM However on 
the named date, lie arrived at Cotabato 
with Lumbong and I5 of his followers, 
without any soldiers. He was proinoii d. 
made Deputy Provincial Governor of 
Cotabato 111 additvui to his other duties, 
also Internal Revenue Officer 

On account of illness, Lieut While 
was granted leave of absence to visit the 
U. S. He left Manilla June 15, lyili, 
stopping 111 Japan and Honolulu arriving 
in Kentucky 111 August. 

He accepted a position as Conimau 
(MM of Texas Military College, Terral, 
Texas, in September, I9I6. He saw that 
war was inevitable and resigned theCon- 
stabulary the following February. 

Lieut White then made up his mind 
that he was better suited for military 
profession than any other He was of- 
lered a Captaincy in the Texas National 
Gu rJs to organize a Company ot .Ma 
rines, he accepted and went to work. 
Hi un.d that the time was opportune 
to get in the Regular Army so he re 
signed fioiu the Guard and went to th e 
first Officer's Training Camp at Leon 
Springs, Texas, in May, lyi7. Out of 



the rnrniv hundred, of the three thousand 
or more students, that were candidates 
for the Regular Army, he was marked 

second from the head of the list hy the 
Board of Officers examining the appli 
cants. 

He was then assigned to the 24th In 
fantry at Columbus Bata'lion was sent 
to Nogales, Art* , in September. In 
October they were moved to Naco, Aril.

"llarl.ed-w ire fever Is the nervous 
strain that is telling with Increasing 
force — especially In the MM of the old 
er men. w ho MJMM take so much exer- 
cise — upon the hundreds- of men who 
have spent over three years on thai un- 
happy course." says the Main he-ler 
Guardian. 

"They were bitterly disappointed 
thai the ntlenipt of our govel-ntnenl to 
abolish Kiihlebeii altogether by nn ex- 
change, however It might advantage 
the Germans, came to nothing, nnd 
iiuitiy of the repatriated men ti re con- 
vinced that there may be an Increase 
of menial cases if linhh-hen continues 
MM* longer. You could see the marks 
of nervous excitement on many of the 
faces, and probably the reaction from 
being set free will be felt severely by 
ihe men of more sensitive minds." 

From n few of the civilian prisoners 
something of the condition of affairs In 
Cermany was leurned— Illustrations 
supporting the general impression, ac- 
cording to the Dully Telegraph, "that 
the war hus entirely changed the con- 
ditions of life In the enemy country, 
which has censed altogether to dlspluy 
that air of cheerful prosperity which 
characterized the Germany of peace 
days." 

Germany, It wus said, presented the 
appearance ,>f a country "under a 
blight." 

Germany Under Blight. 

"I was very much struck >io*o trav- 
eling through the country," said one 
of the men, "with the dead look of ev- 
erything. lOven In one of the great 
lowns Ihrough which we passed there 
seemed to be little going on, and the 
railway stations were almost entirely 
deserted. On the line between Span- 
lau und Hanover we did not see a 
-ingle passenger train, and the goods 
trufllc appeared to be quite negligible. 
The fields were devoid of cattle, nnd 
on the whole Journey I saw less tluiu 
a MM of sheep." 

Other men with observant eyes hail 
come to the conclusion that Ihe fuel 
shoilage In Ceiinany must he ueule, 
because though the Wealher was bil- 
terly cold smoke could rarely be seen 
issuing limn chimneys. Anoiher thing 
that struck them was the extent to 
which women are doing work on the 
railways. They were seen acting us 
firemen on locomotives and us plule 
layers.
